Now for this‘Reafon, I think it is not fit 
to publifh that Paper, or worth any Man’s 
Notice to Argue againft it; if another Au- 
thor is fallen into the Snare, and wil pub- 
lifh their Filth and Folly to the World, he 
is wifer than], let him be doing—— It is 
my Opinion, thet our Conftitution being 
festled upon aLegal, which isthe Revolution 
Principle, viz. Of Withftanding Arbitrary 
Government, in any Shape, orinany Pere 
fony vide the London Clergy’s Addre/s: To let 
there be among us any Difputes about the 
Legality of that Settlément, isto fuffer a 
Criminal to plead_to the Juri(di&tion of the 
Judge, which no Court of Jufticé iu any 
Nation will allow. 

For this Reafon therefore, have I got 
meddied with this Paper of Treafon, -@r 
with the Ridiculous Notion of giving up 
Spagn to the ‘Honfe of Boarbon, beeaule they 
are Things not to be nam’d, or thowghe of
